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MARGARITIS TACTICAL 
SWITCH IS A WINNER

“VIVA JUVE” chanted joy-ridden Brunswick Juventus supporters after their 
pride had carved its name in the history book with a spectacular 2-1 win over 
Preston in the Grand Final of the Southern Division of the National League. 


“You justified my 
confidence in your abil- 
ity to win the title,” com- 
mented club president 
Tony Schiavello in his 
emotional speech in the 
dressing room, paying 
tribute to his uncom- 
promising warriors. 

Indeed it was a great 
day for this historic club. 

After years in the 
wilderness they regain 
prominence they had en- 
joyed in the 60's with a 
three minute attacking 
streak in the closing 
stages of the game. 

Having weathered 
tremendous pressure 
and cleared the ball 
three times off their goal 
line, Juventus drew 
strength in the last_mi- 
nutes of the game from 
some brilliant tactical 
manoeuvres by coach 
John Margaritis. 


Margaritis cashed in 
‘on the versatility of his 
brilliant midfielder Mike 
Petersen and the exem- 
plary work-rate and 
skills of Paul Wade and 
was rewarded greatly 
with the first major title 
win in the short history of 
the club, 

Petersen's placement 
in the midfield was the 
turning point in the game 
becausé the skilful play- 
er steadied the midfield 
and prompted some 
attacks which split Pre- 


ston’s solid defence right 
in the middle. 

Margaritis’s moment 
of glory arrived in the 
86th minute when 
Petersen smashed into 
the net a free-kick by 
Robert Cullen to level 
the scoreline. 

Sixty seconds later 
Paul Wade enhanced the 
result of the reshuffle by 
slotting into the net the 
rebound from a Cullen 
shot. 

The defeat was

‘STACKS’ OF RESERVES?! 


ADELAIDE’s two National Soccer League club may lose the luxury of having their 
reserve teams in State Leagues next season. 


The crunch came 
the other week when 
West, threatened by 
relegation to the State 
League second divi- 
sion, fielded five NSL 
players, including 
coach Neil McGachey, 
against Beograd:

And certainly many 
of City’s fringe NSL 
players moved on 
when they did not 
gain promotion to 
First Division last 
year. 

‘West will fight any 
move to dump them 
from the State League 
and pointed out they 
had not fielded NSL 
“stars” against 
Beograd.

The following year he 
went back to South Coast, then known 
as Safeway United, for a transfer fee of 
$12,500 and in 1974 he joined Western 
Suburbs, for $9,000. bx 
Wilson first won a place in the 
national team for the visit to Vietnam 
in early 1970. He became national 
national captain when Johny Warren 
was injured in 1971. 
His height and strength made him 
the scourge of Asia and he was also 
ne of the very best Australian players 
in West Germany. 
His courageous performances were 
‘seen nation-wide on satellite TV and 
they drew praise from commentators 
throughout Europe. During the series 
he received rich offers from 
Tottenham of England and Hertha 
BSC of Germany but he decided to stay 
in Australia. 
In his first year with South Coast, 
the club won its first ever 
championship. Marconi won the 
Grand Final after Wilson 
joined the club and they also went on 
to be runners-up in the State Cup and 
semi-finalists in the Ampol Cup. 
In 1974 he led Wests to the Ampol 
Cup and Rothmans Cup finals but on 
both occasions they had to make do 
with second place. 
Being a soccer star didn’t make 
things all that rosy for Peter and his 
wife, Robyn. He, like many other 
national team players, lost four jobs 
because of the time he had to devote to 
the green and gold.

We would learn it is 
not so much a lack of 
professionalism in our 
coaching, but in our 
administration. 

Take the running of 
our Metropolitan 
Youth League as an 
example.

So much so that pa- 
rents and players are 
fed up, which not only 
means a loss to those 
clubs, but for Austra- 
lian soccer in general, 

The organising of 
the competition was 
basically left in the 
hands on one person, 
competition secretary, 
Howard Smith. 

Howard did receive 
some assistance, but 
not nearly enough to 
conduct the competi- 
tion in a manner in 
which it deserves, 

Unfortunately, most 
officials who should 
have contributed, 
branched out into 
other areas of the 
code, namely NSW 
State teams, and 
showed no interest in 
the development and 
Progress of the Youth 
League. 

“If one had an in- 
sight to the traumas 
the season would 
bring, I would prob- 
ably have had second 
thoughts to stand for 
the position,” Howard 
Smith said. 


“The involvement 
extended far beyond 
my expectations, attri- 
buted mainly to the 
weather, that had so 
much influence on the 
competition. 

“With the way the 
rules were structured, 
the considerable 
workload was placed 
on my shoulders, in 
comparison to the role 
my predecessors 


“Meetings were the 
biggest bugbear, that 
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being Sydney Branch 
administrative com- 
mittee and Youth 
League.

| observed (im- 
Partially) an U13 
Youth League 
match earlier this 
month (between 
Sydney City and 
Sydney Olympic). 

An official referee 
and linesman were in 
attendance. An inci- 
dent occurred which 
highlighted the inabil- 
ity of some coaches 
and administrators to 
come to grips with 
violence and its ulti- 
mate effects on the 
development of the 
game. 

Two opposing play- 
ers whilst competing 
for the ball knocked it 
out of play, one player 
then assumed a role 
that has no place in 
any sport — he pur- 
sued the other player 
for some 20 metres to 
launch a kung-fu type 
kick to the opposing 
player's head.
